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A WORD  ABOUT  THIS  SALE 

Once  in  a great  while  a dealer  is  given  the  opportunity  to 
handle  an  unusual  and  wide  ranging  group  of  coins  of  unsur- 
passed quality.  The  collection  described  in  this  catalog  is  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  ever  to  have  come  to  our  attention.  It  can 
be  called  "unusual"  within  the  full  meaning  of  the  word. 

The  owner  first  began  forming  his  collection  as  a Type  Set.  He 
gradually  widened  the  scope  of  his  efforts  to  include  varieties 
within  each  series,  such  as  star  size  and  placement,  and  the  size 
and  letters  and  devices.  Then  he  decided  to  include  mintmarks 
and  sub-varieties  within  mint  mark  types.  In  the  end  he  ex- 
panded his  concept  of  a Type  Set  of  U.S.  coins  to  include  various 
forms  of  Proofs. 

Virtually  every  coin  in  the  collection  is  either  Uncirculated  or  a 
Proof.  Each  was  carefully  chosen  for  sharpness  of  strike,  perfec- 
tion of  surface  and  freedom  from  bagmarks.  The  overall  state  of 
preservation  is  little  short  of  superb  because  it  was  the  owner's 
intention  to  include  pieces  that  were,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in 
the  original  condition  at  the  time  of  issue. 

To  this  end,  in  order  that  the  coins  might  appear  as  they  had 
when  first  struck,  many  of  them  had  various  types  of  discolora- 
tion removed  with  consummate  skill.  While  we  do  not  generally 
approve  of  disturbing  the  natural  patina  a coin  has  acquired 
over  the  years  we  fully  understand  why  it  was  done  in  this 
particular  case. 

The  care  and  subtle  techniques  used  on  most  of  the  pieces  so 
treated  has  not,  in  our  opinion,  impaired  their  value.  It  should 
not  be  overlooked  that  the  earlier  dated  coins  still  retain  their 
original  toning  and  many  others 'have  retoned  over  the  years. 
Only  a few  have  been  described  as  "cleaned"  in  the  rare  cases 
where  the  surface  is  actually  impaired. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  observe  that  even  a quick  look  through 
these  pages  cannot  fail  to  give  the  collector  an  idea  of  the 
splendid  quality  and  makeup  of  this  magnificent  group  of  Colo- 
nial Federal  issues.

U.  S.  COPPER  COINS 

In  our  introduction  to  this  catalog  we  noted  that  the  original  patina  had  been 
subtly  removed  from  some  of  the  coins.  We  must,  however,  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  certain  of  the  copper  issues  were  either  dipped  or  cleaned,  particu- 
larly the  Cents  from  1819  and  the  Half  Cents  from  1800.  Those  that  were  dipped 
retain  their  frosty  lustre.  Those  that  were  cleaned  lack  their  lustre. 

The  restoration  of  the  copper  pieces  was  skillfully  done  in  the  attempt  to 
simulate  the  original  color  at  the  time  of  striking.  Copper  and  bronze  is  much  more 
difficult  to  treat  in  this  fashion  than  the  other  coinage  metals.  Nevertheless,  these 
coins  will  bear  close  scrutiny  because  they  are  really  splendid  examples.  In  each 
case  only  the  finest  specimens  available  were  added  to  the  collection.
